their  ajfeSlionate  Commiferation  and  liberal  Bene- 
ficence. TVhilfi  they  thus  afford  Stability  and 
Permanency  to  this  Endowment,  extending  its 
benign  and falutary  Influence  to  numerous  Species 
of  Dflrefs , and  with  the  utmofl  Efficacy  its  Funds 
can  admit , the  efifential  Duties  and fublime  De- 
lights of  H umanity  (Lefts  and  Rewards  of  genu- 
ine, difinterefiled  Benevolence ) are  amply  fulfilled^ 
and  poignantly  gratified. 
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THE  primary  and  important  Engagements  of  thi 
DISPENSARY  may  now  properly  fugged:  a feu 
brief  Obfervations,  applicable  to  the  neceffitous  Condi- 
tion of  its  Objects,  the  Disorders  they  iuffered,  and 
the  Means  varioufly,  yet  we  truft  ufefully,  adapted  tc 
their  Relief  and  Recovery.

The  contagions  Difeafes  which  required  the  Aids  olr  e 
this  Medical  Charity,  at  the  Termination  of  the  lafL 
Year,  were  Angularly  mild  and  favourable,  admitting  arjj 
Apprehenfion  of  Danger  in  one  folitary  Inftance.  Of  the 
few  fince  recommended,  two  unhappily  proved  fatal  Ca« v 
fes.  The  firft,  previoufly  debilitated,  had  made  a late 
Application,  and  the  other  would  not  immediately  obe)  |Jnl 
the  proper  Directions.  To  interrupt  their  general  Com- 
munication, as  occurring  in  confined  and  populous  Dif- 
tricts,  formerly  liable  to  the  baneful  Prevalency  of  fuchlrava 
Fevers,  every  precautive  and  preventive  Attention  tc 
Cleanlinefs9  Ventilation , and  well  authenticated  Antidotes  % Pfy 
efpecially  thofe  of  recently  prepared  Whit  e-waft  9 the 
Effluvia  of  Thar  and  Explofion  of  Gun-powder , became1 
abfolutely  neceffary 5 and  fortunately,  executed  affiduouf-  Wk 
ly,  were  effectually  fuccefsful. 

Influenced  by  Motives  in  our  Acceptation  highly 
eligible,  in  feveral  adjacent  Situations  peculiarly  difpofed  {pf 
%q  fuffer  the  Ravages  of  firailar  epidemic  Disorders,  a di- 
ligent 
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igent  Obfervance  of  the  above  Injunctions  has  proved 

!:qually  falutary,  conducing  mofl  beneficially  to  the  Pub- 
lic Weal.  We  can,  confequently,  felicitate  this 
Country,  and  efpecially  the  Promoters  of  this  Eftablifh— 
nent,  on  the  perfeCt  Eradication  of  a peflilential  Calami-? 

! y which  has  long  very  diftrefsf  ully  and  fatally  annoyed 
t. 

The  moift  and  cold  State  of  the  Weather,  in  the  early 
Dart  of  the  Summer,  had  been  fucceeded  by  a Degree  of 
ieat  equal,  if  not  luperior,  to  any  ever  remembered  in 
his  Climate.  It  was  unexpectedly  of  fhort  Duration* 
:xceflive  and  long  continued  Rains  again  prevailing  : At^ 
his  Period,  no  acute  Malady  of  any  Importance  obtain- 
’d. In  the  Autumn,  and  Beginning  of  the  Winter,  a very 
rivial  febrile  Influenza  took  Place.  This  Complaint* 
vhich  generally  diffufed  its  Influence,  was  remarkably 
iggravated,  if  not  excited,  by  accidental  Expofure  to 
2o\d  : chiefly  diftinguifhed  by  the  governable  and  tran«* 
lent  Symptoms  of  inflammatory  Catarrh,  it  rarely  per-* 
nitted  medical  Afliftance,  readily  yielding  to  the  occa- 
. ional  Employment  of  domeftic  PeCtorals,  and  th$ 
(Indulgence  of  moderate  Perfpiration. 

When,  however,  a confumptive  Tendency  could  be 
orobably  iufpeCted,  agreeably  to  the  judicious  Sentiment 
)f  practical  Writers,  or  even  a latent  Propenfity  to  inter- 
nal inflammatory  Afte.Ctions  prevailed,  it  certainly  induce^ 
L very 
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very  alarming  Circumftances  of  Difeafe,  and  folicitecl 
the  moll  immediate  and  potent  profefiional  Attentions 
to  prevent  impending  Danger,  and  avert  Confequences 
too  oft  inevitably  fatal 

The  deplorable  Events  of  a fimilar  catarrhal  Epidemic*, 
1781,  confirm  the  Validity  of  this  Aflertion. 

The  only  other  interefting  Diforder  was  an  Affection;  i 
the  Head  and  Bread:,  which  obtained  in  the  Spring. 

It  occurred  chiefly  to  young  People,  and  though  moftly  l?u 
accompanied  with  a confiderable  Degree  of  Fever,  was] 
rarely  of  more  than  fix  Days  Duration.  Diluents , Anti - 
monialsy  Aperients , and  a ftridt  antipblogijlic  Regimen , were  f^’

the  foie  curative  Expedients. 

With  Regard  to  the  chronic  Infirmities  and  Maladiesi 
of  the  Indigent,  though  it  is  feldom  in  our  Power  to 
perfectly  remove  them,  we  have  frequently  the  Satisfac- 
tion to  mitigate  their  Violence,  interrupt  their  Progrefs, 
or  obviate  their  Tendency  and  Effects.  Thefe  Obferva- 
tions  peculiarly  apply  to  the  unhappy  Condition  of  our 
numerous  furgical  Cafes,  in  which  not  only  fagacious  Dif- 
cernmentis  required,  but  alfothe  regular  Adminiftration 
cf  internal  and  external  Remedies.  Perhaps  in  few  Re- 
fpedls  can  the  utility  of  this  Charity  be  more  afluredly 
evinced  than  in  thofe  Benefits  which  Objects  of  this 
Defcription  thus  derive  from  it  : their  Circumftances'

ioni  penlive  Articles.  With  Gratitude  they  now  acknow-1*

SARY, the  frugal  Neceflaries  of  Life  are  obtained  with 
i jlefs  Difficulty,  and  their  Situation  thereby  happily  ren- 
dered much  more  comfortable, 
tioj  The  Proportion  of  thefe  Cafes  has  this  laft  Year  ad- 
i'j]d  mitted  a confiderable  Increafe,  efpecially  the  incurable 
ft|  dropfical  Ones.  Every  requifite  Attention  was  affidu- 
waj  oufly  paid  them  by  the  Gentleman  now  in  Connection 
4 with  the  Surgeon,  to  whom  they  were  particularly  re- 
erj  mitted,  and  whofe  late  powerful  and  tedious  Indifpofi- 
tion  we  very  fincerely  deplore  and  regret. 
i;fJ  Extraordinary  Cafes  have  occafionally  received  molt 
tc  judicious  Regard.  The  Aids  of  Midwifery  were  remark  - 
. ably  fuccefsful,  only  two  Inftances  of  Fatality  appearing, 
fij  upon  a Lift  of  832  Patients,  commencing  January  the 
9th,  1786.

meat,  mud:  prove  a Source  of  mod:  exalted  Pleafure  to  the 
Man  of  Humanity.
